W ith George Gilpatrick in the 
b ox, the Sedalia b all club defeated 
the clever Jefferson City team Sun­ 
day afternoon, in the presence of 
several hundred spectators, b y a 
score of 12 to 3— the worst defeat 
the Capital City lads have sus­ 
tained this season. 
Thomas, of W arrensb urg, was 
in the b ox for the visitors, and was 
hammered at will b y Sedalia in the 
initial inning. Carpenter going to 
the b at for the second time b efore 
the third man was out and five 
runs b ad b een scored. 
A fter that, 
however, the young man from the 
Q uarry City “ steadied” himself 
and pitched fairly well during the 
remainder of the game. 
M anager Roe did everything for 
the comfort of his guests, supply­ 
ing an ab undance of ice water and 
having the diamond sprinkled, so 
that the clouds of dust seen Satur­ 
day were conspicuous b y their a b ­ 
sence Sunday. 
It was 3 *.15 o’clock when Henry 
V. Leist. “ the b oss um pire,” as 
even the Jefferson City players 
admit, 
called

and 
just at that instant a diminutive 
rab b it was turned loose upon the 
diamond b y P ark Superintendent

Bunny proved a mascot for Se- 
dalia and a hoodoo for the visiting 
team, for Carpenter, the first b at­ 
ter up, was given his b ase on b alls 
and w ent to third on W ilson’s hit 
to the field.

“ LOOTING’^ TH E SCHOOL FUNDS. 
State Auditor Allen on yester­ 
day notified State Superintendent 
Carrington 
that 
$1, 086, 020. 81 
would be available for the sup 
port of the public schools during 
the 
present 
school 
year. 
This 
amount, says the Jefferson City 
Press, will be apportioned to the 
several counties and the C ity o 
St. Louis in 
proportion 
to 
the 
number of children of school age 
In 1900 the total amount 
ap­ 
portioned was 1990, 430. 56, or 
per capita of one dollar and three 
mills for each child of school age 
The total distribution, therefore, 
this year exceeds that of last year 
by $95, 590. 25, and the per capita 
distribution will be corresponding­ 
ly increased. 
This 
apportionment 
of schoo 
moneys for the education of our 
children is made pursuant to the re­ 
quirements 
of 
the 
constitution, 
which directs that not less than 
one-fourth 
of 
the ordinary state 
revenues 
shall 
be set apart an­ 
nually for the support of the pub­ 
lic schools. Under democratic con­ 
trol this apportionment is increas­ 
ed to one-third. 
This amount, to­ 
gether with the annual interest on 
the state school certificates, consti­ 
tutes the magnificent fund which 
has just been apportioned by State 
Auditor Allen. 
The growth of our school fund 
under democratic management is 
shown by the 
following official 


rupting 
members 
of 
the 
last 
Pennsylvania 
legislature, 
which 
is 
distinguished 
as 
the 
most 
venal 
and 
unscrupulous 
ever 
known in that state, and hence in 
he union. 
Votes 00 behalf of a 
Quay organization of the legisla­ 
ture, and then for the various “ rip­ 
per” and franchise-grab bills, are 
said to have commanded as high 
as $35, 000 each in cases, and $10, - 
000 and $20, 000 were common p ay­ 
ments. 
Many of the legislators re­ 
turn home with independent for- 
unes as a result of the session’s 
work.

Whea t Crop Causes Big Short 
age of Cars. 


ED K. STONE PROMOTED 


Items ot Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “Democrat” Readers. 


The movement of wheat in K an­ 
sas has hardly got under full head­ 
w ay yet, b ut the cry for more cars 
has b egun. 
A ll along the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe railroad grain ship­ 
pers 
are 
complaining. 
The 
weather has b een so fine that the 
threshers have b een worked 
to 
their utmost capacity and farmers 
are delivering wheat much more 
rapidly than it can b e taken care 
of. 
Country elevators are full and in 
many places wheat is b eing piled 
on the ground to await cars. 
The 
Atchison road is hauling thousands 
of carloads from Oklahoma to Gal­ 
veston, b esides the b ig quantities 
that are coming this way from 
Kansas and an acute car famine 
exists now. 
The company lias contracted for 
1,600 new cars to b e delivered this 
month and until they are availab le 
there will b e a great deal of troub le 
all along the road in Kansas and 
the territory. 
The 
wheat 
movement started 
this year much earlier than usual, 
owing to the fine harvest weather. 
The last annual report of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
company showed that it possessed 
10,939 
cars and 1,136 loco­ 
motives. 
It is not known how 
many of these cars and engines are 
in use hauling wheat. 
The com­ 
pany has recently added over 100 
new locomotives to its equipment. 


Feiisious for Employes. 
Ab out 200 employes of the Illi­ 
nois Central railroad were retired 
last week on a pension under the 
system approved b y the president 
and general manager early in May. 
Their pensions will b e b ased on 
their average monthly pay during 
the last ten years of their service. 
For example, if one of the men 
retired has b een employed b y the 
road forty years, and his average 
pay for the last ten years has b een 
$100 a month, his pension will b e 
40 
per cent of $ioo or $40 a 
month. 
Employes of all departments of 
the road, except surgical and legal, 
are eligib le to the b enefits of the 
system. 
The test right to a pen­ 
sion is service with the company 
for at least ten years. 
The age 
limit is fixed at seventy years, at 
which time all officers and em­ 
ployes must b e retired. 
Those b e­ 
tween the ages of sixty-one and 
seventy years, who have b ecome 
incapacitated, may b e retired on a 
finding from the b oard. 
Pensions will b e paid monthly, 
b ut their acceptance does not de­ 
b ar the b eneficiary from engaging 
in other b usiness. 
To carry out 
the pension scheme the company 
has provided a fund of $250,000, 
and each year a sum not to exceed 
$100,000 will b e set apart for the 
payment of the pension allowances 
for the year.
